K. Cfe 3 & it appears from the Seventh Report of the Com- 
missioners appointed to enquire into the duties, salaries and 
emoluments of the Officers, Clerks and Ministers of Justice in all Tem- 
poral and Ecclesiastical Courts in Ireland, that it is expedient to regulate 
the Office of Clerks of Assize or Nisi Prius, otherwise called Judge’s 
Registrar, in Ireland^ as hereinafter is provided ; 
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ft tSewforc (Siiatteli by The KING’s Most Excellent Majestt, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Autho- 
rity of the same, THAT from and after the 

it shall not be lawful for any Clerk of Assize or Nisi Prius, or Judge’s 
Registrar in Ireland, or any person acting as such, in any case or under 
any pretence whatsoever, to ask, demand, receive or accept any fee, 
reward, or pecuniary or other consideration or recompence whatsoever 
for or in respect of the performance of any of the duties of such office, or 
for or in respect of any payment as for the Judges on the occasion of 
trials at Nisi Prius, or on the hearing of civil bill appeals, or for or in 
respect of any matter incident to or arising out of any such trial, other 
than such allowance as is hereinafter authorized by this Act; and if any 
such officer shall offend herein, he shall for every such offence forfeit and 
pay tile sum of to he recovered by action of 

debt, by any person who shall sue for tlie same in any of the superior 
courts in Dublin, one moiety to the use of His Majesty, His Heirs and 
Successors, and tlie other moiety to the use of tlic inibrmer.

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Aral be it furtlrei- Enacted, That it shall not be lawful for 'any person 
having a right to appoint to the office of Clerks of Assize or Nisi Prius 
or Judge s Registrar, to take or receive any money, fee, reward, gratuitv 
or profit vvhatsoever, directly or indirectly, or any promise, agreement' 
covenant, bond or other assurance, directly or indirectly, for the payment 
of any money, fee, gratuity, reward or profit whatsoever, to himself or to 
any other person, for the nominating or appointing of any person to such 
office; and that « shall not be lawful for any person making such ap- 
pointment to participate m any manner, either directly or indirectly in 
the profits or salary of such offices with the person appointed ; and every 
person who shall give or pay any sum of money, fee, reward or vratuity 
whatsoever, or shall make or enter into any |iromise, agreement, covenant 
bond or other assurance, for the payment of any money, fee, gratuity' 
reward or profit whatsoever, for or in respect of a^ty appointment ,0 such 
offices, or ,n consideration thereof, shall he adjudged to be and is hereby 
declared to he a disabled person in the law to hold the said office • and if 
any person or persons si, all in any way offend herein, each and every per- 
son so offending shall for every such offence forfeit and lose the 

smii of money, or the value of the thing which shall be so taken 

or given, or promised or agreed to be taken or given, to be recovered by 
any pereon or persons who shall sue for the same to his or their own use by 
any acton of debt, bill, suit, plaint or information, in any of His MaiesWl 
couits of Record at ZJaW,„, wherein no essoign, protection or wager of 
law shall be allowed. ®
